We have heard from several neighbors who have concerns about the confirmed sighting of a Bob Cat in 
Debs Park. Some postings on neighborhood sites have lent to a hysteria or unnecessary fear 
concerning this very misunderstood wild cat in the neighboring park, so with this in mind I invited a good 
friend to be our guest at last weeks ASNC Public Safety meeting.

AGENDA Item: Bob Cat in Debs Park 


Our Guest Speaker last week was a good friend of mine, Mr. Emmanuel Lara, formerly with the National 
Park Service - WildLife Division. Mr. Lara took part in the largest and longest running Bob Cat Study in 
the U.S. as well as participation in a Mountain Lion Study. His responsibilities involved monitoring and 
capturing mountain lions to replace monitoring collars and tracking the movement and migration of other 
Wild Cats. His presentation was very informative and included information about the habits and rituals of 
Bob Cats and Mountain Lions. 


Bob Cats are very solitary animals and the males will claim a territory of about 3 miles, while the females 
will usually claim a territory of about 1.5 miles. A male Bob Cat does not allow other males to intrude in 
its territory, but will however allow a female to co- habitate his territory. They usually mate in December. 
The females can only bear litters once a year. The gestation period for Bob Cat females is only 60 
days.Females usually bear litters of between 1 - 4 in Feburary. The young cubs will stay with their 
mother for about 12 - 16 months, and then will be forced out by their mother to look for their own 
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territory. 


Bob Cats in California are usually about 15 - 20 pounds, and slightly heavier in other more remote states 
where the hunting is more abundant. Their coloring is a combination of spots and stripes that are grayish 
brown or tan with white. They have stubby tailswhich gives them their name as well as dark ears with 
tufts of hair at the tips. Bob Cats are not a threat to humans nor domesticated animals. Mr. Lara stated 
that in every autopsy of dead Bob Cats that were recovered, no evidence of having devoured domestic 
animals has ever been observed or found in their scat (poop). There is no historical evidence of any Bob 
Cat ever attacking a human. 


Bob Cats (Lynx species)are nocturnal animals and rarely ever seen in the day time. Their diet consist of 
rabbits, skunks, possums, squirrels, gophers, moles, field mice and other rodents. While they are 
classified as cats, they are actually a different species than domestic cats( Feline Species ) and 
therefore will never mate naturally with your domestic cat. They are opportunistic animals and will prefer 
to eat a injured or dead critter. When humans place poison out to kill rats and mice, those rodents 
typically venture outside to seek water and die. A Bob Cat being the opportunist that it is, will then 
devour these rodents and get sick. The rat poison does not kill the Bob Cat, but instead causes it to 
contract Mange, which will cause death. 


Because of its territorial nature, you will never spot more than one male or female in any territory. In 
those rare cases when it does happen, it is usually a younger more dominant male or female attempting 
to claim the territory from an aging cat.

• At the beginning of the meeting, the club president will announce the order in which the endorsements 
will be considered

vote 

• Following the membership vote, the president will convene a counting committee which will proceed to 
count the ballots; each candidate or officially-designated representative may SILENTLY observe the 
count; the chair of the committee will certify the results and present them to the president

As a broad coalition of community stakeholders, we are pleased to have an opportunity to partner with 
the National Trust for Historic Preservation to help develop the path forward for the Southwest Museum 
and Casa de Adobe. We have appreciated your presentations to the community about the Treasures 
process and appreciate your openness to a Museum as a viable option. As you know, the option the 
community has unanimity around and has worked diligently for over the past decade is a vibrant, 
sustainable museum-centered solution that is based on the vast Collection holdings of the former 
Southwest Museum. We believe the community is a vital and valuable contributing partner to the Trust 
as well as to this upcoming process.
